Update of Training Program by Tennessee 811 and L egislative Update

Mr. Turner reported that in 2020, 109 individuals from 94 organizations were trained; while
the program totals are now 456 individuals from 359 organizations have been trained. In 2021,
there have been 2 individuals trained with more on the January schedule. The bill from the last
legislative session has filed in the State House of Representatives.

Future discussion topics include clarification of the enforcement board training
sessions and the potential number of complaints for the upcoming February meeting were
discussed.
